New Jersey State Police said 
the 50-foot metal standard, 
ap­ 
parently weakened by a bulldozer, 
toppled aud struck Reed from the 
rear, pinning him under its mas­ 
sive weight. 
The mishap took place at 10:10 
am . He died in Raooocas Valley 
Hospital, Levittown, N.J., about 
three hours later, at 1:90 p.m. 
Hospital authorities said R e e d 
suffered a fractured spine and in­ 
ternal injuries

The high court’s 6-1 ruling was 
handed down Monday. It dealt 
specifically with a 22-word non 
sectarian prayer, known as “The 
Regents’ 
Prayer,” 
which

been officially prescribed for use 
in New York state schools. The 
prayer says: 
‘‘Almighty God, we acknowl­ 
edge our dependence upon Thee, 
and we beg Thy blessings upon 
us, our parents, our teachers 
and our country.” 
Forbidden By Constitution 
Speaking for the majority, Jus­ 
tice Hugo L. Black said the offi­ 
cial adoption of this prayer by a 
state government amounts to an 
“establishment 
of 
religion,” 
which is forbidden by the First 
Amendment to the U S, Constitu­ 
tion. 
That was true, lie said, even 
though the prayer was “denom 
inationally neutral” and partici­ 
pation by students was on 
strictly voluntary basis. 
Black asserted that the founding 
fathers wrote the First Amend 
ment into the Constitution for the 
express purpose of preventing the 
government from sponsoring any 
kind of “official religion.” He d e 
ilared; 
“Government in this country, be 
it state or federal, is without 
power to prescribe by law any 
particular form of prayer which 
is to tie used as an official 
prayer in carrying on any pro­ 
gram of governmentally-sponsored 
religious activity.” 
State laws prescribing the use 
of tile Lord’s Prayer in public 
schools would seem quite obvious­ 
ly to fall under that ban. 
Bible Reading Not Affected 
The decision did not touch di­ 
rectly on Bible reading rn public 
schools. That issue is raised, how­ 
ever, in three other cases which 
have been appealed to the Su­ 
preme Court from Pennsylvania, 
Maryland and F’orida.
